Are you in favor of the adoption of Amendment 
No. 1 as proposed by the Planning Board for the Town Zoning Or- 
dinance as follows: increase the minimum lot size requirements 
in the Agricultural Zone to 114 acres (65,340 sq. ft.) or 30,000 sq. ft. 
if serviced by a Town approved water or sewer system, provided, 
however, that for each dwelling unit in excess of (1) there shall be 
required an additional 10,000 sq. ft. and increase the minimum 
road frontage to 150 feet on all lots in the Agricultural Zone? 


ARTICLE 3. Are you in favor of the adoption of Amendment 
No. 2 as proposed by the Planning Board for the Town Zoning Or- 
dinance as follows: expand the Business/Commercial Zone to in- 
clude the entire property of the Wakefield Country Store on Route

By the late fall of 1986, Phase I, the laying of sewer mains in 
the lowland streets of Sanbornville, was completed, except for the 
Railroad crossing.

WAKEFIELD AREA AMBULANCE REPORT 


The Wakefield Area Ambulance Corps responded to 198 calls 
during 1986. These runs included coverage of 42 motor vehicle ac- 
cidents, 147 home accidents and sudden illnesses, 1 sudden death, 
and six fire standbys. We transported 200 patients to the hospital. 
This is the highest number of calls in one year since the Corps 
organized in 1977, and represents an 18% increase over 1985. 


We currently have 16 members in the Corps, of which 7 are 
Emergency Medical Technicians, with 5 more members currently 
undergoing E.M.T. classes. During 1986 several of our members 
have taken special courses in vehicle extrication, and they are 
qualified to do light extrication by using various small hand tools, 
which we have requested in our 1987 budget. 


During 1987 and 1988 E.M.T.’s in the State of New Hampshire 
will be receiving extensive and specialized training in Cardiac 
Monitoring, including defibrillation. Huggins Hospital Emergen- 
cy Room doctors are currently reviewing several cardiac 
monitoring systems and will recommend their choice to all 
squads. We have been quoted an approximate cost of 
$8,000.00-$10,000.00 for the system, and we hope to get approval to 
purchase a monitor in 1988. In reviewing the 198 calls during 1986, 
we could justify putting the patient on the monitor during 88 runs. 


We are always looking for new people to join the Corps. The 
more people we have the better we can serve the Town with 24 
hour coverage. If you are interested, or you know of someone who 
might be interested in joining, either call the Selectmen’s Office 
or get in touch with any Corps member.

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PARKS & RECREATION REPORT 


The Parks & Recreation Department sponsored several new 
programs in 1986. In addition to the basketball & Little League ac- 
tivities that were taken over by the department in 1985, we were 
able to offer track and beginning programs in horseback riding, 
diving, and tennis. These programs were organized by a part time 
summer Recreation Director. 


Free swimming lessons and programs in Water safety con- 
tinue to be offered at the Lovell Lake Town Beach. The Town 
Beach is a popular spot, weather permitting! 


Unfortunately, plans for both a soccer program and a skating 
rink fell through this year, due mostly to the interference of town 
and school construction projects. With continued support of the 
recreation budget requests, we hope to offer both programs in 
1987. 


This year, 1986, the “‘new’’ field behind the town barn has seen 
its greatest use to date. The Tri-Town Softball League had nine 
teams take part in its annual league and tournament. The league, 
under the leadership of Paul Parent, also ran a raffle and spon- 
sored a onte-piten tournament in the fall with much success. 


Once again the league raised money through the raffle and 
league membership fees. This, along with funds raised at the town 
meeting, enabled the softball league to do the following fieldwork: 
remove rocks from the outfield; fill, grade and seed the holes this 
created; fertilize and lime the outfield; grade the infield; and pur- 
chase new aluminum bleachers. As always with a field of this size, 
there is plenty of maintenance and upkeep, which are on-going 
projects. The Poor People’s Pub team split the grass mowing with 
Buster Miliner and helped keep the infield graded throughout the 
season. We also received a generous contribution from Charlie 
Fielding which was used to purchase new bases. 


For the first time since the field was opened, another program 
other than softball was held on the field. The Parks and Recrea- 
tion Committee sponsored a T-Ball Program for boys and girls too 
young for Little League. It is an instructional program designed to 
promote sportsmanship and teach fundamentals, with little or no 
emphasis on competition. Pat Meyer, Norm LaVertue, and Jim 
Keating headed up the program and had over fifty children show 
up for the first meeting. Because of the size of the turnout, we ask- 
ed parents for volunteer help. Thanks to Armand Soucy, Carroll 
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“‘Snooky’’ Shea, Bruce Moreau, Pete Fuller and Jim White, the 
T-Ball season was very successful. As a result of the enthusiasm 
of the children and volunteers this year, the Parks and Recreation 
Committee will be offering the program again next year. 


The new field is an excellent example of what can be ac- 
complished in our community with little money and lots of 
volunteer effort. Each year we try to improve it and maintain the 
gains we have accomplished to date. We still need our own en- 
trance road from Rt. 153, to complete the sideline fencing, provide 
dugouts, a well, storage facility, a picnic area and playground 
area. These things, with your help, will eventually be completed.

In the past year the Planning Board has been very busy. We 
increased our scheduled meetings from one night a month to two 
meetings a month. Meetings are held the second and last Thurs- 
day of the month. The results are that we are able to spend more 
time with prospective subdividers and developers in determining 
the best and proper way to use the land. 

This year 26 subdivisions were acted upon, resulting in the 
creation of 166 new lots and 4 Boundary Line adjustments.

Since last year, the Department has experienced some 
difficulty in scheduling because of State mandated certification. 
The NH Training Council determines when an opening is available 
to train our officers, and this means the temporary loss of that 
officer’s services for a period of twelve weeks. The end result is to 
the advantage of the Town and the Department, but, in the interin, 
it creates a greater workload for the remaining officers. The men 
of the Department have been cooperative in seeing that the 
Town’s needs are met with appropriate coverage. 

In an effort to maintain scheduling, the Department received 
the approval of the NH Training Council to conduct P/T Officer 
Certification courses. These courses were presented over a period 
of time, and resulted in our being able to Certify four Wakefield 
officers, and one Boat Safety officer. In a further effort to localize 
training, the Department maintains its own Firearms Certifica- 
tion program, and this training is ongoing to maintain the 
qualifying standards set by the NH Training Council. 

Our coverage this year has been expanded to include the 
Town of Brookfield, and has worked well to the satisfaction of both 
Towns. 

Unfortunately, we have lost the services of Sergeant David 
Bye, who left the Department for a job with the NH Safety 
Department. He served the Town loyally for eight years, and his 
dedication and experience will be sorely missed.

In 1986, Sanbornville and East Wakefield joined in forming the 

Wakefield Fire Department. By organizing one department, it is 
felt that better fire protection can be provided to the town. 

Three Fire Commissioners were appointed, one from Union, one 
from Sanbornville, and one from East Wakefield, as the 
Selectmens representatives to oversee this fire department. 

Earl Dodier, the Fire Chief, is in charge of this combined unit, 
being responsible for training firemen and adopting fire fighting 
practices. 

This combined department responded to 105 fires and accidents 
in 1986. This is a 26 percent increase in responses over last year. 

The Sanbornville station continues to do an excellent job for the 
town and the Fire Commissioners wish to commend them for it. 

East Wakefield station was organized in 1986 and is progressing 
in a first rate manner now having three fire fighting vehicles and 
a crew of dedicated firemen doing an excellent job for the town.

It is hoped that at a future date the Union station may see fit to 
join the Wakefield Department as an equal partner. Union has an 
excellent department which responded to fires and accidents in a 
first rate manner.
